19 new candidates vie 
for election in 2014 


Offices have defined 
roles, salaries

With the January 28 deadline to file for the 
May 20 primary election passing and 19 new 
candidates filing, it provides us with the perfect 
time to detail the salaries, qualifications, and 
duties of your county elected officials. 

As of press time Monday night, three candidates 
will be campaigning for judge/executive, five for 
jailer, and the county clerk, coroner, and sheriff are 
all running unopposed. Their salaries, according 
to a schedule prepared by the Department of Local 
Government, with a county-wide population of 
less than 5,000, begins at $63,576.49 for each 
elected office, about $5,500 less than those of 
Fulton County, which peaks over the population 
threshold with about 6,500 in population. This 
salary is for newly-elected officials with no 
previous experience in the office they will 
occupy. Each year when the officials have been 
certified to have one full year of service, their 
salaries increase by step amounts. After four 
years the officials could be earning $69,356.17 
a year. 


THE JUDGE EXECUTIVE 

Joey McGee (D), Chad Frizzell (D), and Kenny 
Wilson (D) have all filed to run for the office of 
judge executive. 

KRS 67.710 designates the county 
judge/executive as the chief executive 
of the county. The judge/executive is 
specifically charged with executing 
all ordinances and resolutions of 
the fiscal court, all contracts 
entered into by the fiscal 
court, and all state laws 
subject to enforcement by 
the judge/executive or 
by officers under his or 
her supervision. KRS 
67.083(4) provides 
further that the 
county judge/ 
executive may 
exercise all

Education funding headed our way

Governor Steven Beshear unveiled 
a new two-year budget proposal to 
the General Assembly on Tuesday 
January 21 that would potentially 
supply funding to K-12 education 
throughout the state. 

The 2014-2016 Budget 
Proposal is to increase Kentucky’s 
competitiveness. The biggest 
educational factor to benefit from the 
proposal is SEEK (Support Education 


Excellence in Kentucky), the funding 
formula for classrooms. 

From 2000 to 2008, SEEK grew 
an average of 3.4 percent every year. 
However, from 2008-2014 it did not 
grow at all. The actual amount spent 
per student also dropped due to cost 
increases and decline in local support, 

“Our schools have stretched every 
dollar they have as far as they can,” 
stated Beshear. “It is time to again 
fund our classrooms like we should,” 
he continued. 


“My budget allocates an additional 
$71 million in Fiscal Year ’15 and 
$118 million in Fiscal Year ’16, 
bringing per pupil spending to its 
highest total ever in our history.” 

The proposal will provide a funding 
for pay increases for all teachers and 
classified school personnel with a 2 
percent increase for the first year and 
1 percent increase the second year. 

“My budget also adds $47.7 million

‘Rock the Crock’ event 
educates, excites

This winter has been one of the 
coldest on record in a very long time. 
Temperatures are at record-breaking 
lows, and everything is freezing cold 
and miserable. 

When the weather is so cold and 
everything is frozen, most people 
want to do whatever they can to avoid 
going out into the cold. 

One thing that can help eliminate 
having to go out to eat during the 
winter is putting the old crock-pot 
back to use. 

Crock-pots, also referred to as slow 
cookers, are making a comeback. 
They typically require few steps for 
prep and only require a minimum 
amount of clean-up. Other benefits 
from using slow cookers include 
using less electricity, being convenient 
all year around, giving your house a 
welcoming aroma of HOT food during 
the winter, and helping tenderize 
tougher cuts meat. 

What’s not to love? 

Last Thursday the Hickman County 
Extension Services held a Rock the 
Crock meeting at the Extension office 
in Clinton. During the meeting Melissa 
Goodman shared tips about using a 
slow cooker along with several tasty 


plates of food from crock-pot meals 
prepared from recipes distributed at 
the meeting. 

While throwing food into the crock- 
pot, turning it on and letting it cook 
might be the general idea of this type 
of short-cut cooking, Goodman shared 
a few ideas and insights about what 
should and shouldn’t be done when 
using a slow cooker. 

“Don’t throw frozen meat into 
the crock-pot,” Goodman said. She 
warned everyone of food safety and 
quality issues involved when food 
is not properly thawed out in the 
refrigerator before cooking. 

“The thawing stage takes hours and 
helps destroy bacteria found on raw 
meats,” she said. 

“Also, peeking at your food while 
it’s cooking cools your meal 10-20 
degrees each time the lid is lifted,” 
she said. “This could add another 10- 
20 minutes to the total cook time.” 

Each guest left with more than 100 
crock-pot recipes from Extension 
kitchens all across the region. The 
event was an educational experience 
that can help bring families back to 
the kitchen table, both saving money 
on food and making memories that 
will last a lifetime.

each year for textbooks, 
school safety, professional 
development and extended 
school services, bringing 
funding back close to 2008 
levels. This is a major 
accomplishment but it still 
leaves us six years behind 
where we should be today,” 
Beshear said during the Budget 
Address. 

Beshear also proposed 
several increases to early 
childhood programs and early 
education throughout the state. 

“Another issue that is 
absolutely essential to our 
future is making sure that every 
child gets off to a good start in 
life and in school, regardless of 
whether he or she is born in the 
inner city, in the mountains, on 
a farm or in an affluent suburb. 

“I’m proposing $18 million 
a year to expand pre-school 
services. By increasing 
eligibility from 150 percent 
of the poverty level to 160 
percent, over 5,100 more 
4-year-olds will be able to 
attend pre-school. That’s a 22 
percent increase in enrollment,” 
Beshear told the General 
Assembly. 

Research shows that kids 
who attend pre-school are 
more likely to hit the ground 
running in kindergarten and 
succeed later in school and in 
the workplace. 

In addition to the investments 
in early childhood education 
Beshear’s budget proposal 
gives funding for the childcare 
programs in the state that help

single parents and other low- 
income workers stay in the 
workforce. 

“As you recall, the loss of 
federal funds forced us to 
freeze applications to the Child 
Care Assistance Program and 
reduce eligibility guidelines 
from 150 percent of the poverty 
level to 100 percent. As a result 
many parents who could no 
longer afford child care had to 
quit their jobs, and many child 
care centers which relied on 
those payments had to close 
their doors,” he said. 

The decrease in eligibility 
caused many parents to have 
to give up their jobs because 
they could not afford daycare. 


Daycare facilities that utilized 
government funding as 
payment were hindered and 
some even forced to close their 
doors. Beshear stressed the 
importance of these programs 
and how they personally were 
one of the biggest concerns he 
had. 

“My budget allocates almost 
$53 million in the first year 
and more than $58 million in 
the second year, allowing us 
come July 1 to begin accepting 
applications again and to 
restore the eligibility levels. 
This is predicted to help 16,100 
kids and 9,400 families the 
first year and 18,000 kids and 
10,600 families the second 
year,” he stated. 

“The importance of this 
program cannot be overstated: 
As the economy improves 
and more people return to 
work, many will do so on the 
bottom rungs of the labor force 
ladder. They cannot afford 
to be employed without this 
program,” Beshear explained. 

Hickman County 

Superintendent Casey 

Henderson shared his opinion 
on how he predicted the 
upcoming proposal will affect 
the future of the Hickman 
County school districts. 

“This two-year proposal 
will provide a much needed 
boost for all Kentucky schools, 
although it will still not be 
enough to bring back school 
budgets to levels they were in 
2008,” Henderson said. 

“Preschool and early head 
start programs have seen 
dramatic cuts from the state 
in the last few years. This 
proposal will open up eligibility 
requirements for our students 
and give more children in the 
community the opportunities 
they need to succeed in their 
early years of education,” 
Henderson told sources. 

Beshear’s budget proposal 
included a wide variety of 
funding for several other areas 
such as family and health 
programs but also applies cuts 
from state agencies including 
college universities that 
Beshear regrets. 

“It is a plan that, to be honest, 
fills me with both immense pride 
and with intense regret. Regret, 
because the choices reflected 
in this document do great 
harm to many state programs 
and services needed by 
Kentuckians. But pride because 
those same choices empower 
us to make bold investments 
in the intellectual capital and 
economic competitiveness that 
Kentucky’s future demands,” 
said Beshear at the beginning 
of the speech. 

The 2014-2016 State Budget 
Proposal will go into effect on 
July 1,2014.

executive powers pursuant to 
this “home rule” statute. 

The county judge/executive 
has the primary responsibility 
for the administration of county 
government. In this regard, 
the office has the authority to 
create, abolish, or combine any 
county department or agency 
and to transfer functions from 
one agency or department 
to another. Any plan for 
reorganization, however, must 
be submitted to the fiscal court; 
unless disapproved within 
60 days, the plan becomes 
effective (KRS 67.715(1)). 

A similar power over 
special districts created by the 
fiscal court is granted in KRS 
67.715(2). This statute allows 
the county judge/executive, 
subject to fiscal court approval, 
to create, combine, or abolish 
any special district if the 
district was created solely by 
the county judge/executive or 
the fiscal court. 

The preparation and 
periodic review of the county 
administrative code are sources 
of additional administrative 
duties (KRS 67.710). The 
administrative code is intended 
to spell out procedures 
for the administration of 
county government and 
must include provisions for 
personnel administration, fiscal 
management, purchasing, and 
the general administration 
of county government (KRS 
68.005). 

The judge/executive is 
also responsible for keeping 
the fiscal court informed 
of the operations of county 
departments, boards, and 
commissions (KRS 67.710). 
Further, the judge/executive 
is required to assure the 
representation of the county on 
all boards, commissions, special 
districts, and multicounty 
programs in which county 
participation is called for (KRS 
67.715(3)). 

THE JAILER 

With incumbent Hickman 
County Jailer Chad Frizzell 
running for the office of judge 
executive, five candidates 
are looking to take his place. 
Candidates include Allen Poole, 
Chad Barber, Amy Henley- 
Roell, Latonia Mason, Thomas 
J. Dickson Sr. 

The jailer is responsible for 
running the Hickman County 
Detention Center, which 
includes overseeing the welfare 
and safety of the inmates. They 
also have several employees 
under the watch. 

Jailers rarely make arrests. 

THE COUNTY CLERK 

The County Clerk’s office is 
where residents go to renew and 
purchase motor vehicle licenses. 
One of the most important 
responsibilities of the County 
Clerk’s office is the recording 
of land records, which contains 
recorded instruments dating 
back to 1824. This office also 
is responsible for various parts 
of the election, including voter 


registration, absentee ballots, 
precinct locations and election 
results. Those interested in 
becoming Notary Publics or 
get married, also must visit the 
County Clerk’s office. 

MAGISTRATES 

There are three magisterial 
districts in the county and 
two of the incumbents, Ricky 
Deweese (D) and Harold 
Jackson (D), are running for 
re-election. Jackson will likely 
run unopposed while Deweese 
will be vying for re-election in 
District 1 against Brent Dublin, 
Henry Cole, and Rosemary 
Jones (R). Tommy Roberts, 
magistrate for District 2, has 
announced that he will not 
seek re-election. Len “Jimmy” 
Lemons (D), John D. Boaz (D), 
Todd Jackson (D), and Lloyd 
Wesley Callison (D) have all 
filed to run for his current seat. 

The salary for magistrates is 
set by the fiscal court. Currently, 
magistrates in Hickman County 
receive $11,009.33 per year. 
This amount is subject to 
change, as the magistrates 
will vote in April for the 2015 
salaries. 

Magistrate qualifications 
include the following: 

• 24 years of age at the time 
of his or her election 

• a citizen of Kentucky, 
a resident of the state for at 
least two years immediately 
preceding election, and a 
resident of the county and 
district he or she is to represent 
for at least one year immediately 
prior to the election 

• continue to reside in the 
district they represent during 
their term of office 

Magistrates appropriate 
county funds for lawful 
purposes, buy and sell county 
property, supervise the fiscal 
affairs of the county and 
county officers, and exercise all 
other corporate powers of the 
county. Further, the fiscal court 
may investigate all activities 
of county government and 
establish appointive offices 
and define their duties (KRS 
67.080). 

Additionally, the fiscal court is 
responsible for the construction, 
operation, and maintenance 
of county buildings, roads, 
and other property, and 
for the incarceration of 
prisoners. Finally, the fiscal 
court is directed to adopt an 
administrative code for the 
county. 

COUNTY ATTORNEY 

Incumbent Hickman County 
Attorney Sue Ellen Morris is 
running for re-election against 
Jason Batts. 

The county attorney must 
also be 24 years of age, a 
citizen of Kentucky, and follow 
the same residential guidelines 
as those running for magistrate. 
Some of the county attorney’s 
duties include attending the 
District Court in the county 
and prosecute all violations of 
criminal and penal law within

the court’s jurisdiction. Further, 
the county attorney and the 
Commonwealth’s attorney are 
required to cooperate in the 
enforcement of laws and, when 
necessary, to assist each other 
in prosecution within their 
respective courts. The county 
attorney receives $19,260 for 
the work he or she does for the 
fiscal court, in addition to their 
state-funded salary. 

PROPERTY VALUATION

Amanda McClure Spillman 
(D) and Gaylon Reynolds 
(R) have entered the race 
for the office of property 
valuation administrator (PVA). 
Candidates for PVA must take 
and pass a state-administered 
exam in order to run. 

The PVA is paid from state 
funds, but under the same pay 
schedule as the judge executive, 
county clerk, sheriff, and jailer. 
They are compensated with 
$63,576.49 the first year, with 
raises each year that max out at 
$69,356.17. 

Subject to the direction, 
instruction, and supervision of 
the Department of Revenue, a 
property valuation administrator 
must make the assessment 
of all property in the county, 
prepare property assessment 
records, and perform other 
duties relating to assessment 
as may be prescribed by law or 
by the Department of Revenue 
(KRS 132.420). 

The property valuation 
administrator assesses 

property for the state, the 
county, and other districts. 
Any city may elect to use the 
annual county assessment for 
property situated within the 
city, except for levying and 
collecting ad valorem taxes on 
motor vehicles, in which case 
cities are required to use the 
assessment completed under the 
supervision of the Department 
of Revenue pursuant to KRS 
132.487 (KRS 132.285). 

SHERIFF 

The sheriff’s office, as the 
other offices mentioned above, 
is a four-year term. In 1792 the 
Kentucky Constitution selected 
a three-year term and in 1850 
it was a two-year term. Before 
taking office as sheriff, the 
elected candidate must execute 
bond, a minimum of $10,000 
and must relate to the faithful 
performance of all duties. The 
sheriff’s duties fall into four 
categories: tax collection, 

election duties, services to 
courts, and law enforcement. 
A sheriff spends the most time 
on civil duties, as opposed to 
criminal or law enforcement 
duties. 

The sheriff, along with the 
jailer, is a peace officer who 
possesses law enforcement 
powers. These powers include 
a broad grant of authority 
to make arrests. Under KRS 
431.005, any peace officer may 
make an arrest 

1) in obedience to a warrant; 

2) without a warrant when 
the peace officer has probable 
cause to believe the person 
arrested has committed a 
felony; 

3) without a warrant when 
the peace officer has probable 
cause to believe the person 
arrested has committed a 
felony; 

4) without a warrant when a 
misdemeanor, as defined in KRS 
431.060, has been committed in 
his or her presence; or 

5) without a warrant when 
harassment, criminal trespass 
in the third degree, and certain 
traffic violations are committed 
in the peace officer’s presence, 
or if the officer has probable 
cause to believe that a person is 
driving under the influence of 
alcohol or any other substance 
that may impair driving ability. 

The law specifically 
authorizes sheriffs to carry 
concealed deadly weapons 
when necessary for their 
protection in discharging their 
duties (KRS 527.020). 

The sheriff’s office is 
responsible for making monthly 
inspections of each public place 
that permits music or dancing, 
sells intoxicating beverages, or 
furnishes rooms for lodging. 
Reports of these inspections 
must be sent to the county 
attorney and the county clerk.

The road less travelled: 


Adventures of Kentucky’s rural roads

Newly fallen snow, Kentucky 
blue, a Kentucky castle, rural 
winding roads, a friendly clerk, 
delicious barbecue and a handy 
dandy GPS turned an ordinary 
five hour trip from Lexington, 
Ky. to Hickman, Ky. into a 
day-long adventure. 

Kentucky blue added to 
the intrigue of the day as 
people came to Rupp Arena 
in droves, despite an early 
morning snowfall, to watch 
the Kentucky Wildcats host 
Georgia. The ever faithful, in 
a variety of bright blue hats, 
scarves, shirts, and blazers 
made their way to ‘the castle,’ 
(as some call it), seemingly 
oblivious to the snow that 
might have hindered some. 

After witnessing the 
dedication of the Blue Nation 
and cleaning the fluffy white 
stuff from my black vehicle 
that I would spend the next 
ten hours getting in and out of, 
while I make my way across 
the Bluegrass State. 

First stop on the new- 
aged directional device was 
Versailles Drive and the 
Kentucky Castle. A sight that 
draws you in with its mere 


size. Not far from Keeneland, 
the castle offers luxurious over¬ 
night accommodations worthy 
of royalty. Located on 55 acres, 
construction first began on 
the castle in the late 1960s. A 
broken marriage, a new owner, 
a fire and 16 bedrooms later, 
the castle is now a landmark 
with a medieval look among 
the sprawling landscape of 
horse country. 

A side-trip to Harrodsburg 
to see Old Fort Harrod State 
Park led to the discovery of 
Bohon Road, a 12-mile journey 
through Mercer County. Barren 
trees, horses grazing in the 
snow, barns with colorful quilt 
designs, and homes located on 
hillsides that beckon visitors to 
stop by. 

A chance pit stop in 
Clarkson for coffee and a 
minute to stretch, provided the 
opportunity to meet a friendly 
clerk. Originally from Vermont 
she was curious to see if the 
snow flurries predicted in the 
central part of the state would 
amount to the couple of inches 
that blanketed Lexington earlier 
in the day.
